1. Progress reports on tasks assigned by DCI/DDCI:

e. The initial meeting of the CRAFT/Communications Interface Task

and the Directorate of Operations are working together in this effort. 


f. During the first three months under the Prompt Payment Act, which 
was effective 1 October 1982, the Agency incurred two small interest penalty 
payments totaling $7.93.
